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DETAILED ACTION 
Information Disclosure Statement 

1 . The information disclosure statement filed 9/20/00 fails to comply with 37 CFR 
1.98(a)(3) because it does not include a concise explanation of the relevance, as it is presently 
understood by the individual designated in 37 CFR 1 .56(c) most knowledgeable about the 
content of the information, of each patent listed that is not in the English language. It has been 
placed in the application file, but the information referred to therein has not been considered. 

Drawings 

2. Figure 1 should be designated by a legend such as -Prior Art- because only that which is 
old is illustrated. See MPEP § 608.02(g). 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC §112 

3. The following is a quotation of the second paragraph of 35 U.S.C. 112: 

The specification shall conclude with one or more claims particularly pointing out and distinctly claiming the 
subject matter which the applicant regards as his invention. 

4. Claims 1-5 are rejected under 35 U.S.C 1 12, second paragraph, as being indefinite for 
failing to particularly point out and distinctly claim the subject matter which applicant regards as 
the invention. In claim 1, line 4, claim 2, line 3 and claim 5, line 4, the term "limited" is unclear 
as to what is being claimed. Claims 1 and 5 are further written as a series of results rather than 
positive method steps for accomplishing the results or functions. Claim 4, lines 1-2, "the rollers" 
is without proper antecedent basis. 
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Claim Rejections - 35 VSC § 102 

5. The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S. C. 102 that form the 
basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(b) the invention was patented or described in a printed publication in this or a foreign country or in public use or on 
sale in this country, more than one year prior to the date of application for patent in the United States. 

6. Claims 1-5 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being anticipated by either of Foster et 
al, Perrine or Borresen et al. All of Foster et al, Perrine and Borresen et al disclose tension 
control systems having a tension measuring rollers 24, 26 and 17 respectively of Foster et al, 
Perrine and Borresen et al. All of these references include partitioning rollers on either side of 
the tension measuring roller, note 26 of Foster et al, 24, 28 of Perrine and 10 of Borresen et al 
which would meet the terms of the claims. Regarding claim 4 the partitioning rollers of either of 
Foster et al, Perrine and Borresen et al are fixed in their frames during assembly and thus would 
constitute being "adjustable" as broadly recited. 

Conclusion 

7. The prior art made of record and not relied upon is considered pertinent to applicants 
disclosure. Macomson, Rendel, Besal et al and Hakiel are cited to show other web tensioning 
systems.
